The latest gag around the courthouse these days is to ask 
district attorney Tom O’Connell how m any assistants he has 
today. 
Unfortunately, Tom doesn’t find the joke very funny. 
Last week, O'Connell had two assistant district attorneys 
on his staff and the authorization to add a third. 
This week. he’s back to the two assistants and has the 
em barrassing task of calling job interviewees from as far 
away as Houston and San Antonio to tell them their trips 
were in vain because the job no longer exists 
thanks to the 
Collin County Commissioners Court. 
Last week, after several appearances by O'Connell, the 
com m issioners voted to give him an additional assistant DA 
and a secretary. 
This week. they reneged and voted to not give O’Connell 
the additional help. Only Commissioners Raymond Jenkins 
and Odell Rushing voted on O’Connell's side. 
“That boggles the m ind,” O’Connell told the com­ 
missioners when he met with them this week. 
I can t 
believe it. B's just absolutely unbelievable.'’ 
But whether or not O'Connell can believe it, the com ­ 
missioners court did, indeed, do an abrupt aboutface 


Monday and proved that w’hat they giveth, they can taketh 
away — and apparently not be too concerned about the egg 
on O’Connell’s face. 
“ You know, th a t’s kind of em barrassing to m e,” he 
mused, in what m ust be one of the year’s m ore classic un­ 
derstatem ents. “ I don’t know w hat would have happened if I 
had gone ahead and hired somebody. I guess I’d just have to 
tell them their job doesn’t exist any m ore." 
O’Connell, a Plano resident, pointed out that the county 
had been operating with a district attorney and one assistant 
“ever since it w'as created, I guess, and only recently was 
he authorized to hire an additional assistant. 
At last report, that assistant was still on the payroll. 
“ But th a ts not near enough,” O’Connell said about the 
size of his staff. “ We’ve got such a huge caseload now, we 
can’t begin to do the kind of job I think should be done for the 
people of this county 
Another problem O'Connell discussed is the lack ot space 
in the county’s antiquated courthouse. 
“ Yeah, that w as one of the reasons they gave for not giving 
me an assistant and a secretary.” he recalled. “They say 
wait until we get a new courthouse, or until we remodel this 
one.

police last week of a black 
teen-ager who had violated 
parole. 
The m archers did not have 
a parade permit and were 


warned by a police officer 
that the m arch was illegal. 
When the group did not obey 
the 
o ffic e r’s 
o rd er 
to 
d isp e rse, 
police 
began 
pushing into the crowd. 
Some 
of 
the 
m archers 
began throwing rocks and 
other objects and cursing the 
policem en, 
who 
sta rte d 
using their billyclubs. 


“We used what force was 
necessary

under a rre st.” said police 
Sgt B J. Rickett.

Mayor M aynard Jackson, 


attending a m ayors’ con­ 
ference in San Diego, Calif., 
said he was returning im ­ 
m ediately. And he appealed 
to the public to “rem ain 
calm .” 


The Rev. Hosea Williams, 
leader of the protest, also 
was arrested Monday during 
another illegal m arch and 
had 
p red ic ted 
violence 
m ight 
eru p t 
in 
other 
dem onstrations. 
Williams, 
head of the Atlanta chapter 


of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, said 
he would rem ain in jail in 
protest against Police Chief 
John Inman, currently in­ 
volved in a legal fight to keep 
his job.

President 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
secret White House letter 
says John W Dean III will 
clear 
President 
Nixon of 
charges he ordered hush 
money paid to W atergate 
burglar E. Howard Hunt, 
UPI learned today. 
Jam es D. St.Clair, Nixon’s 
W atergate lawyer, sent the 
letter to the House Judiciary 
C o m m itte e 
W e d n esd ay 
asking that Dean, Nixon’s 
p rincipal 
W a terg ate a c ­ 
cuser, be among six “critical 
w itnesses” to be called on 
the hush money m atter. A 
copy of the letter was ob­ 
tained from a Republican 
com m ittee m em ber. 


he continued “They talk and talk and talk, and nothings 
overdone I’ve seen it go on for years. 
“We’re really crowded now," he said of his office, ‘and 
we’d have to do some real thinking about where to put 
another assistant and secretary if we ever got them , but I 
promise vou we d put them someplace. 
O’Connell indicated that he now plans toappear before the 
com missioners court each Monday morning, in hopes that 
public opinion will eventually cause them to give him th** 
additional personnel and space he needs. 
In the m eantim e, he m ast rem ain understaffed arid 
overcrowded, and his chances of getting something done 
before next year seem slim, at best. 
In that 
respect, O’Connell may be in much the sam e 
position as his predecessor. Tom Ryan, who is now’ judge of 
the 199th D istrict Court. 
Judge Ryan, also of Plano, wants the com m issioners to 
air condition the district courtroom and jury room at an 
estim ated cost of from $11,700 to $14,400 - less than one- 
tenth of the $146,920 in Revenue Sharing Funds earm arked 
for courthouse and jail improvements. 
So far, though, he’s been even less successful than 
O'Connell, w h o - in theory, at least - had another assistant 
DA and a secretary for a week, 
In Monday’s com missioners court meeting, Judge Ryan 
appeared before com m issioners for the third tim e con­ 
cerning his request and asked, “ please do not table this. 
Please vote either for it or against it.” 
But as often happens in com missioners court, Jenkins and 
Rushing voted in favor of the air conditioning; Com­ 
m issioners Carl Marion and Bailey Dickerson voted against 
the request, and County Judge W G. (Bill) Proctor refused to 
vote. 
“ I’ve untied about all the ties I want today (two of tho™), ’ 
he said. “ I ll do this one in due time.I thin! I ll ' 
home and 
do a little praying.” 
To which one courthouse observer replied later, in private, 
“We don’t need prayer ... what we need is an exorcist.”

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Certain Breeds 
Bark The Most

I 
have 
seldom 
heard 
anyone complain when a dog 
barks to protect his owner. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
un­ 
controllable barking and 
howling generally causes 
problems for the dog s owner 
and 
those 
unfortunate 
enough to be nearby. 
Why does a 
dog 
bark 
uncontrollably? 
B reeding m ay be one 
reason. 
There are certain breeds 
that are more prone to bark 
than others. 
The 
sm all 
breeds, on the whole, tend to 
be barkers. Larger breeds 
are generally more subdued 
Terriers 
or cross 
bred 
terriers, for example, arc 
generally 
nervous, rather 
high 
strung 
and 
full 
of 
energy, which they 
may 
attem p t 
to 
use 
up 
by 
barking, particularly if they 
are underexercised. 
On the other hand, the 
hound 
breeds 
'such 
as 
Bassett are normally docile 
and don't make much noise. 
Generally, you can expect 
a dog to bark when he is 
cooped up in an apartment 
all alone, and his owner is 
away for a good part of the 
day. The dog has nothing to 
do but sleep or be bored. 
So, when he hears the 
doorbell or telephone ring in 
your home or your neigh­ 
bors, he is ready for action. 
He is telling everyone that 
he is there and eager for a 
good walk or tun. 
Barking is your dog’s way 
of gaining attention. He may 
sound off if you neglect him 
w'hile you are home. 
The chief thing is to let 
vour 
dog 
know 
that 
he 
cannot 
bark 
in­ 
discriminately and get away 
with it. As soon as he barks 
or howls there must be a 
strong reprimand. If you 
relax this stern treatment. 
he will simply return to his 
bad habits. 
If your dog is an excessive 
barker, don’t dispair. There 
are several things you can do 
to correct this habit: 
When 
your 
dog 
begins 
to bark or howl, you must be 
right there to reprimand him 
with a firm, loud “ NO!” 
ClaDDing a folded newspaper 
against 
your 
h an d , or 
a 
nearby object, while issuing 
a sharp warning will also 
help. 
Try leaving your dog for 
a period of time, quickly 
retu rn in g with 
a 
sh a rp 
reprimand if he begins to 
bark Each time stay away 


for a longer period of time, 
but always return with a 
rebuke 
at 
the 
sound 
of 
barking. 
If a persistent barker does 
not respond in a reasonable 
time to your training efforts, 
the barking may be a sign of 
some other problem If such 
a situation arises, consult 
your veterinarian.

HOUSTON (UPI) - Tex 
R ogers, 
grandson 
of 
a 
Oklahoma horse trader and 
son of a cattleman, first sat 
atop a horse at the ripe ol’ 
age of 2 months and he's 
been hooked every since. 
Now at 31, Rogers, editor 
of 
H orsem an 
M agazine, 
finds a great number of his 
countrym en 
sh a re 
his 
passion, making horses a $13 
billion recreational industry^ 
“The U. S. Department of 
A griculture estim ated in 
1971 a horse population of 7 
million nationwide and now 
th e y ’re pegging it at 8 
m illion.” 
Rogers 
said, 
leaning back at his desk with 
a straw cowboy hat propped 
up on his forehead. 
The 
ow ners 
of 
those 
horses, Rogers said, splinter 
into fanciers of trail riding, 
racing, horse shows, rodeos, 
jumping or cutting. 
To Rogers, however, the 
horse is more than another 
possession. 
“ One of the advantages of 
a horse is you can really do 
something with that horse, 
Rogers said. ‘ You can ride 
him and talk to him and 
everything. 
city, you kind of lose touch. 
It’s always just hustle and 
alw ays 
just 
hustle 
and 
bustle. And with kids, a 
horse gives them a chance to 
get outdoors and be with an 
animal, a large animal they 
can really do something with 
instead of just petting it. 
“ And 
the 
ad u lt—the 
businessm an 
that 
fights 
traffic five days a week and 
the pressure of everything— 
he can 
take off on 
the 
weekends and get on his old 
dirty jeans and boots and get 
outside and ride his horse 
and it’s a good release.” 
On one point Rogers is 
most emphatic: 


“Texas is still the No. I 
horse state.” he said. 
In Texas alone, he said, 
there are 700,000 horses- 
valued 
at 
$300 
million. 
California ranks second with 
406.000 horses. 
Related accessories such 
as sales of saddles, riding 
equipm ent, feed, clothes, 
h ats, 
boots, 
and 
horse 
trailers boost Texas equine 
industry to $1 billion an­ 
nually. 
‘The horse industry is the 
s ta te ’s 
second 
largest 
animal enterprise, ' Rogers 
said. “We're second only to 
beef cattle and our value is 
g re a te r 
than 
the 
total 
combined value of swine, 
sheep and goats and poultry 
“ Mechanization has killed 
the horse on the farm. A 
tractor is a lot less expensive 
to maintain for the amount 
of work it can produce than a 
horse. But a horse is an 
animal and people still like 
animals. 
“ In 1971. we had 35,000 
horse in Harris County and I 
imagine the population is up 
to 40,000 now. THe county 
agent 
did 
an 
economic 
survey and t! sy showed that 
horses 
contributed 
$51 
million annually to the coun­ 
ty’s economy.” 
Rogers said horseowners 


represent a cross-section 
ranging from professional 
people 
to 
blue 
collar 
workers. Most have rural 
background, but most have 
moved to the big cities, and 
that's a problem. 
“ The 
horses 
are 
congregated in the larger 
metropolitan 
areas 
where 
the people are,” he said. 
“ You see people riding 
horses in bar ditches and 
along the shoulders of high­ 
ways. That’s one of the main 
hazards, we don't have any 
place to ride.” 
But 
the 
T exas 
Horse 
Council is working to solve 
that problem by planning 
horse trails in several state 
parks.

Last Tuesday, the appeals 
court m ade its decision 
which in effect cancels the 
revised FCC plan and forces 
the networks to drop the 
added shows. NBC is the 
first network to announce its 
changes. ABC and CBS are 
expected to disclose their 
plans within the next few 
days.

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Food Lines Seen Within Decade

WASHINGTON tU P I) 
Lester R Brown, a widely 
quoted authority on world 
food supplies, has given up 
bacon and eggs for breakfast 
and cut his personal meat 
consumption about one-third 
by using substitutes. 
Brown, a senior fellow at 
the Overseas Development 
Council here, is under no 
illusion that his change of 
diet will do anything 
to 
alleviate the spectre of 
famine in southern Asia and 
sub-Saharan Africa this year 
if world harvests fail to meet 
present forecasts. 
His 
voluntary 
belt- 
tightening is a personal 
declaration, an example of 
what the well-fed Western 
nations should be doing at a 
time when “ the world is 
likely to be highly vulnerable 
on the food front in the years, 
ahead ' 
Sen Hubert H Humphrey, 
DMinn.. says Americans 
should use less fertilizer on 
their lawns so farmers in 
India would have more to 
grow wheat. A H . Boerma, 
director general of the U.N. 
Food 
and 
Agricultural 
Organization, says that by 
midyear, the world’s food 
reserves will be down to a 
three-week supply. 
If all 
Am ericans sub­ 
stituted 
grains, 
vegetable 
protein and other foods for 
one-third of their meat and 
poultry consumption. Brown 
estimates, there would be a 
net annual saving of 30-35 
million tons of grain now 
used to feed animals. And a 
mere one million tons of 
grain would feed six million 
Indians for a year, he said. 
Well-Fed America 
For Americans, the near 
future looks comparatively 
good. There will be short 
supplies of some foods this 
summer, especially canned 
vegetables, and prices will 
be higher than last year. But 
Agriculture 
Department 
specialists say there will be 
no problem getting enough to 
eat. 
“ Shortages? If you mean 
having less than somebody 
would like to have at a price 
he 
considers 
appropriate, 
yes, we ll have that.’ said 
Dr 
Don 
Paarlberg, the 
d e p a r t m e n t ’ s 
c h i e f 
economist. 
“ But 
if 
you 
mean 
nutritional deficiencies, the 
answer is no. W e’ll have 
enough tons of food. I see no 
prospect that we ll have any 
food lines.’’ 
Jerry V. Holden, a com­ 
puter 
specialist 
at 
the 
Agriculture 
Department, 
said the data he is seeing 
suggests Americans will see 
“ food lines, much the way 
there were gas lines last 
winter, if not this summer at 
least within the decade.’’ But 
Larry V. Summers, another 
government food economist, 
in a separate interview 
estimated per capita U.S. 
food 
supplies 
would 
be 
higher this year than last, 
and that includes meat, fish, 
poultry and dairy products. 
Grain supplies will be up, 
too, if farm ers harvest 
predicted record crops of 2.2 
billion bushels of wheat and 
6.7 billion bushels of corn 
and if crop failures abroad 
do not spark a new round of 
price-boosting exports. 
No Real U.S. Shortage 
George Koch, president of 
the Grocery Manufacturers 
of America, agreed. Koch 
said Americans need not 
fear a general food shortage 
this year although prices will 
be unpleasantly higher. He 
predicted 
a 
pinch 
in 
processed 
fruits 
and 
vegetables over the next few 
months, 
which 
means 
someone shopping for a 
large can of one vegetable 
may have to settle for a 
small can of another 
But the outlook for the 
developing world is far 
grimmer. The reasons are 
incredibly complex, and 
given the precarious balance 
of world supply and demand, 
even the most insignificant 
factor a year ago becomes 
crucially important today 
The 
disappearance 
of 
anchovies off the Peruvian 
coast last year produced a 
rush on U S. soybeans as a 
protein substitute for feeding 
cattle, and quadrupled the 
price of soybeans at one 
point The Arab oil embargo 
and soaring fuel prices put 
the cost of fertilizer almost 
beyond the reach of some 
poor countries struggling to 
feed themselves. 
“ The poor nations, and the 
poor people within nations, 
are 
in 
an 
especially 
dangerous 
predicament,’’ 
Brown said. 
Elsew here, 
Famine 
Threatens 
Paarlberg, ordinarily an 


optimist about the world s 
ability to feed itself, con­ 
ceded that wide areas of 
Asia. Africa and parts of 
South America will be “ in 
considerable jeopardy 
this 
year without big harvests. 


“ Their stocks are low The 
energy crisis has left fer­ 
tilizer supplies short 
and 
high-priced and fuel is very 
high Their foreign exchange 
reserves are reduced. If they 
get good crops, things are all 
right. 
If not, 
they’re 
in 
serious trouble. 
Paarlberg 


said. 
All experts agree India 
and other countries are 
suffering because the heavy 
demand for grain has cut 


world 
reserves 
to 
a 
minimum. 
Paarlberg insists 
that 
even with bad harvests in the 
poor countries, the potential 
for a major famine this year 
has beer greatly reduced by 
the prospect of bumper 
crops by the world's major 
grain exporters, including 
the United States, Canada 
and Australia. 
But Brown believes the 
past year's boom in grain 
prices amounted to a death 
sentence for m any poor 
people abroad. 
“ When people spend about 
80 per cent of their income on 
food, as much of mankind 
does, a doubling in the price 


of wheat 
or rice cannot 
possibly be offset by in­ 
creased expenditures." he 
said. “ Instead, the price rise 
drives a 
subsistence diet 
below the subsistence level 
Many Factors Involved 
Among the factors behind 
the current crisis are: 
—Unfavorable 
weather 
conditions, including the 
drought 
in 
sub-Saharan 
Africa, and damaging floods 
in southern Asia. 
Some 
experts 
believe 
these 
developments 
in 
recent 
years reflect a global change 
in climate, but others aren t 
sure. 
—The steady, geometric 
advance in world population, 


now increasing by 70 million 
persons a year. 
—A 
sharply 
higher 
demand for meat by con­ 
sumers 
in 
the 
affluent 
nations, including Japan. 
This in turn means more of 
the world’s grain goes into 
animals instead of feeding 
humans. 
—The 
related 
but 
p o litic a lly 
s ig n ifica n t 
phenomenon of the Soviet 
Union 
abandoning 
its 
traditional austerity in years 
of poor harvests and turning 
to the West for grain im­ 
ports, as it did in 1972 when it 
bought 400 million bushels of 
U.S. wheat. 
Higher Production Possible 


A 
recent 
Agriculture 
Department 
study 
claims 
that by 1985, given good 
weather, 
prices 
and 
adequate supplies of fuel and 
fertilizer, American farmers 
can increase production of 
wheat by 40 per cent, feed 
grains by 
50 per cent, 
soybeans 33 per cent and can 
double rice production. 
But what if hungry people 
abroad cannot afford to buy 
it? 
One 
government 
economist said the United 
States and other wealthy 
countries will have to decide, 
in effect, whether to pay 
their farmers “ to produce 
food specifically for aid. 
In the past, the United 


States simply gave away 
surpluses piled up under 
federal price supports. Now 
with market prices at record 
highs and much of the world 
desperate to buy American 
food. Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L. Butz seems com­ 
mitted 
to 
all-out 
farm 
production and exports to 
the highest bidders. He in­ 
sists however, that America 
also’ 
will 
help 
meet 
emergency 
shortages 
wherever they occur with 
direct food shipments. 
At a time when American 
farmers are beginning to 
grumble 
about

declines caused by this 
year’s big harvests. Butz is 


dead 
set 
against 
the 
government setting high 
farm price guarantees to 
pile up huge government- 
owned reserves. Eventually, 
his argument 
goes,

stockpiles would backfire by 
undercutting market prices 
and

Humphrey Has Plan

the gravity of the world food 
crisis in the Department of

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New Car Cost Rises Substantially

D ETRO IT (U P I) — New 
car prices are going up — 
hardly a startling fact and 
probably an understatement 
of what the American car 
buyer can expect in the next 
couple of years. 
The price tags on today’s 
cars already are $300-$450 
more than the same cars 
cost last August and 1975 
models will carry prices up 
at least $200 when they are 
introduced in the fall. That’s 
just the start. 
Henry Ford II. Ford Motor 
Co. chairman, says govern­ 
ment-mandated 
emission 
and safety equipment will 


add $800 more to the cost of a 
car in the next couple of 
years. That’s on top of the 
$400 those devices already 
cost the car buyer. 
“ The total direct cost of 
these regulations to the 
consumer 
will 
be 
nearly 
$1,200 per year — which 
amounts to $12 billion or 
more per year out of the 
pockets of the 
American 
consum er,” 
says 
Ford. 
“ These numbers suggest 
that a bit more common 
sense 
in 
government 
regulation of the automobile 
is an essential part of the 
struggle 
against 
runaway 
inflation.” 
Sales Gains Expected 


But. for the 1975 models, 
the two culprits to lay the 
blame on for the upcoming 
boosts are inflation and the 
catalytic converter. The 
automakers 
have left 
no 
doubt they mean to recover 
as much of both costs as 
possible. 
Some 
executives even 
admit 
they 
expect 
some 
pick-up in 1974-model sales 
by motorists hoping to beat 
both the price increase and 
the catalytic converter —the 
muffler-like device that will 
be used to clean up exhaust 
emissions. 
Chrysler has raised prices 
seven times to make a 1974- 
model car now $500 more 


than a comparable model at 
the end of the 1973-model 
year. 
This 
includes 
an 
average $168 increase in two 
increases in May alone and 
Chrysler still says it will 
have more than 
$150 
in 
unrecovered economic costs 
when the 1975s begin rolling 
off assembly lines. 
Ford’s average truck and 
car increase has been $454, 
General Motors $428 and 
American Motors $247. That 
includes general price in­ 
creases to recover the cost of 
labor and materials on the 
base vehicles and options, 
higher shipping charges and

Customer Must Pay 
The figures also include 
the changing of some options 
to

consider a price increase. 
They say the customer is 
getting more value for his 
money and. in some cases, 
actually paying less for the 
equipment. However, the 
customer does not get 
a 
chance 
to 
refuse 
the 
equipment and must pay the 
higher price. 
The price increases have 
hit the smaller, and now 
nearly the most popular, 
models the hardest.

Profit P rob lem 
At the end of the 1973- 
model year, the model sold 
for $2,359, up by $199 from 
the base price of the same 
car in April of 1973. It was 
boosted to $2,359 at the in­ 
troduction of the 1974 models 
and now sells for $2,669 at (tm 
two more price hikes. 
Besides rapidly climbing 
cost increases, auto sales 
have been slipping con­ 
siderably from last year s 
record pace —almost 26 pet 
cent. The industry last year 
was able to absorb some of 
the higher costs because of 
the record volume, but this 
year finds itself pushed 
against the wall while it 
spends millions to convert to 
small-car production. 
“ Since the start of wage 
and price controls, and 
because of the very heavy- 
handed adm inistration of 
them with respect to the

The catalytic converter is 
a muffler-like device that 
changes

carbon

in exhaust gases to carbon 
monoxide and water. It will 
be on every car sold in 
California and up to 80 per 
cent of the cars sold in the 
remaining 49 states. 
General 
Motors 
says 
motorists will make up some 
of the added cost for the 
device — about $130 to $150 
—through fuel savings and 
lower 
maintenance 
costs, 
but 
some 
executives 
privately admit the catalytic 
devices 
along with 
some 
other new emissions hard­ 
ware will generate new costs 
in servicing. 
With the price controls off,

automakers are 
freer now than at any time 
since Aug. 15, 1971 -the day 
that Phase One began —to 
increase prices on their cars.
